Mr.  Chairman , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  your  Council  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban  District  during  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1938. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  district  is  low  lying  with  a  gradual  fall  from  east  to  west  and 
covers  an  area  of  3,798  acres. 

The  soil  is  gravel  and  sandy  in  the  eastern  and  south  western  areas 
of  the  district.  In  the  others  it  is  peat  and  clay. 

The  Registrar  General  s  estimated  population  for  the  past  year  was 
1 2,240  which  is  an  increase  of  380  over  the  population  of  the  previous  year, 
i.e.  11,860. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  the  rate  books  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  3,979  ;  an  increase  of  190  during  the  year. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  was  £63,392,  and  a  penny  rate 
represented  the  sum  of  £249. 

The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  are  cotton  and  bleach  works  ; 
rubber  workers  ;  automobile  engineers  ;  paint  workers  agricultural  and 
general  labourers.  Employment  during  the  year  was  at  a  high  level  in  all 
industries  except  cotton  and  bleach  works.  The  influx  of  daily  workers  was 
greater  during  the  year  than  in  previous  years. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


During  the  year  the  births  of  228  live  children  were  registered  as 
belonging  to  the  district.

The  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  estimated  resident  population  was 
18.6.  This  figure  is  3.5  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  is  also  4.3  higher 
than  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years. 

Seven  still  births  (three  males  and  four  females)  occurred  during 
the  year,  which  represents  a  rate  of  29  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still). 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  belonging  to  the  district  was 
135.  Seventy-eight  were  males  and  fifty-seven  were  females.  This  figure 
gives  a  death  rate  of  1 1 .0  per  thousand  of  the  population,  but  the  adjusted 
death  rate  for  the  year  (11.0  multiplied  by  the  compai ability  factor  1.13) 
was  12.4  per  thousand. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  or  other  puerperal 
diseases. 

There  were  fourteen  deaths  (seven  males  and  seven  females)  from 
cancer.  This  figure  is  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  is  also  below  the 
average  of  the  previous  five  years. 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  30  per  thousand 
live  births.  This  figure  is  higher  than  the  previous  year  but  is  lower  than 
the  average  of  the  previous  five  years.

HEALTH  SERVICES. 

There  is  one  midwife  who  practises  in  the  district  under  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  County  Council,  and  one  midwife  who  resides  at  a  nursing  home 
and  practises  in  the  district.  The  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  services 
is  carried  out  by  the  County  Authorities.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  a 
tendency  for  more  women  to  enter  hospitals  for  confinement. 
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DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 


This  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  employs  two  fully  trained  nurses  for  attendance  on  members  or  the 
dependents  of  members  who  are  sick.  The  work  is  very  much  appreciated 
by  the  people  who  require  attention. 

No  maternity  work  is  undertaken  by  the  nurses.  The  Council  do 
not  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  Association. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Throat  swabs  are  examined  at  the  Pathologist’s  Department,  Wigan 
Infirmary.  Fifty  six  swabs  were  examined  for  Diphtheria. 

Four  Widal  tests  were  carried  out  at  the  Pathologist’s  Department, 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 

MOTOR  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  motor  ambulance  of  the  Council  is  available  for  the  transport 
of  the  sick  and  injured  of  the  district  to  hospital.  The  transport  is  carried 
out  free  of  charge  to  residents. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  removed  to  hospital  by  the  Motor 
Ambulance  of  the  Chorley  Joint  Flospital  Board. 


CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


These  are  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  The

HOSPITALS. 


The  voluntary  hospitals  available  for  residents  of  the  district  are 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  Preston,  and  the  Chorley  Hospital. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Council’s 
Waterworks  at  Clayton-le-Woods  and  is  supplemented  from  the  Thirl- 
mere  Aqueduct  tapped  at  Wheelton.  The  supply  is  constant  and  sufficient. 
There  are  twenty-six  houses  and  farms  which  are  not  supplied  with  town’s 
water.  The  only  extension  of  the  water  mains  during  the  year  was  to  new 
housing  sites. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Lostock  enters  the  district  at  a  point  north-east  of  Lostock 
Farm,  Leyland  Lane,  flowing  south  towards  Slater  Lane,  it  is  joined  by 
Mill  Brook,  which  is  formed  by  the  waters  of  Bryning,  Bow  and  Banister 
Brooks.  These  receive  the  trade  effluent  from  the  principal  works  of  the 
District.  The  River  Lostock  continues  its  course  in  a  southerly  direction, 
near  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  joined  by  Wade  Brook, 
leaving  the  district  south  of  the  Sewage  Works. 

Wade  Brook  known  as  Worden  Brook  and  Shaw  Brook  in  other 
parts  of  its  length,  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  the  district  from  the 
eastern  boundary  to  the  footpath  west  of  Shaw  Wood. 

Wymott  Brook  flows  from  Leyland  Moss  in  a  south-west  direction 
alongside  of  Longmeanygate,  under  Dunkirk  Lane  leaving  the  district  at 
Ulnes-Walton  boundary. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Main  sewers  are  laid  in  the  greater  portions  of  the  district.  There 
are  no  main  sewers  in  the  extreme  eastern  and  western  areas  of  the  district. 
A  new  sewer  was  laid  from  Croston  Road  Boundary  to  the  River  Lostock 
during  the  year. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.

Eighteen  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system 
during  the  year.  The  conversion  of  pail  closets  has  just  commenced  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  All  new  property  has  to  have  a  water  closet 
convenience. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  privy  middens  are 
undertaken  by  the  Council  with  direct  labour.  The  emptying  of  pail 
closets  is  carried  out  at  night  and  the  contents  of  the  pails  carted  to  farms 
for  agricultura  use.  This  work  is  undertaken  partly  by  contracted  team 
labour  and  the  Council’s  employees. 

The  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  a  central 
tip.  During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  the  salvage  of  paper,  rags,  etc., 
from  household  refuse.  Householders  are  requested  to  keep  paper  ,etc., 
separate  from  their  refuse.  The  paper,  etc.,  being  conveyed  in  special  baps 
on  the  motor  vehicles  to  a  depot  at  the  tip  and  compressed  into  bales.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  premises  were 
visited.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  defects  or  nuisances  were  discovered, 
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of  these,  ninety-four  were  remedied  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Five  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles  amongst  scholars.

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HOUSING. 


One  hundred  and  ninety  houses  were  erected  during  the  year.  All 
were  built  by  private  enterprise.  Although  there  are  a  number  of  houses 
built  for  letting  purposes,  in  my  opinion  the  rent  is  too  high  for  a  working 
man. 


Fourteen  houses  remained  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  remedied  during  the  year. 

Building  of  houses  was  commenced  by  the  Council  for  tenants  from 
the  clearance  areas  in  Towngate. 


COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  twenty-eight  cowkeepers  and  twelve  purveyors  of  milk 
on  the  register.  There  is  one  distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  in  the  district, 
and  two  farms  are  registered  for  the  bottling  and  distribution  of  Accredited 

Milk.. 

On  inspection  of  farms  it  was  found  necessary  in  two  instances  to 
warn  the  farmers  about  cleanliness  of  shippons. 

MEAT  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  seven  licensed  slaughterhouses  on  the  register.  All 
are  controlled  by  the  Bye-Laws  of  the  Council  and  are  well  kept.  The 
slaughter  of  beasts  and  inspection  of  meat  is  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Portions  of  viscara  and  carcases  were  contained  in  thirteen  cases. 


FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES. 

There  were  twenty-eight  bakers  and  confectioners  registered. 
Mechanical  power  is  used  in  four  of  the  establishments. 

Limewashing  was  required  in  two  instances. 
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FACTORIES 


In  accordance  with  the  Factory  Act,  1937,  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  July,  1938,  the  Local  Authority  has  to  keep  a  register  of  all 
factories  within  their  district.  Inspection  has  been  made  of  all  the  factories 
within  the  district  and  the  register  shows  there  to  be  : —
